AN  EARLY  CANADIAN  BANK 

BANK  NOTES  AND  HARD  CASH 

Most  of  the  present  generation  who 
use  the  services  of  the  chartered 
banks  take  it  for  granted  that  these 
institutions  have  always  been  avail- 
able and  dependable  even  in  the  pioneer 
days.  But  this  has  not  always  been 
the  case.  Money  in  early  Canada  was 
not  only  scarce  but  it  was  difficult  to 
find  a dependable,  trustworthy  place 
to  deposit  it. 

The  people  of  Canada  in  early  19th 
Century  were  a hard-working,  indus- 
trious folk.  On  the  whole  money  was 
hard  to  come  by  and  it  was  even 
harder  for  one  to  find  a place  to  keep 
it.  The  banks  in  those  days  were  not 
always  the  best  place  to  keep  one's 
savings.  Too  many  folded  up  after  a 
few  years  operation  and  passed  out  of 
existence  and  their  paper  currency  be- 
came worthless.  People  lost  their 
faith  in  such  institutions  and  kept  their 
cash  in  the  sugar  bowl  on  the  pantry 
shelf. 

Take  the  Bank  of  Upper  Canada  for 
example.  Started  in  York,  U.  C. 
(now  Toronto,  Ont.)  in  1821,  it  was 
the  first  and  most  influential  bank  in 
Ontario  and  had  the  government  ac  - 
count.  The  management  of  this  bank 
was  often  blind,  reckless  and  ignorant. 
It  was  loaded  with  large  accomodation 
loans  on  which  heavy  losses  were  taken. 
It's  methods  were  old-fashioned  and 
it  was  saturated  in  politics,  and  al- 
though the  bank  filled  an  honorable 
place  in  the  early  years,  being  re- 
garded by  the  country  people  as  about 
equal  of  the  Bank  of  England . 

Fundamentally  it  was  the  coming  of 
the  railroad  in  the  late  1850's  that 
was  to  precipitate  it's  undoing,  through 
the  shifting  of  trade  routes  and  stifling 
of  water  traffic  and  decline  of  business 
in  the  old  lake  towns  where  branches 
of  the  bank  were  located.  New  places 
and  new  industries  developed  on  the 
railway  lines  and  the  newer  banks 
soon  left  the  Upper  Canada  bank  be- 
hind in  the  race  for  new  business.  In 
1866,  shortly  after  the  American  Civil 
War,  it  failed  and  loss  to  the  public 
was  about  $300,000.00. 

The  note  issues  of  the  Bank  of  Upper 
Canadawereof  large  size,  beautifully 
engraved  by  the  best  engraving  firms 
of  it's  day.  They  had  a large  circula- 
tion. It  was  after  the  failure  of  this 
bank  that  it's  artistically  engraved 
notes  became  worthless  pieces  of  paper 
in  the  hands  of  the  people  who  cried 
out  against  the  Injustices  of  the  bank

ROMAN  IMPERIAL  ANTONINIANI 

(The  Antoniniani  is  a Roman  Double  Denarius. 

It  derives  its  name  from  M.  Aurelius  Antoninus  Caracalla 
who  introduced  it  in  215  A.D.  and  is  distinguished  from  the  Denarii  by  the 
fact  that  the  Emperor's  head  bears  a radiated  crown,  or  a crescent  under  the 
head  of  the  Empress,  Originally  of  good  silver,  it  was  gradually  debased 
until  after  Gallienus,  when  it  was  little  more  than  a silvered  copper  coin.  It 
was  abolished  by  Constantine  the  Great.  All  coins  listed  have  portrait  of  ruler.)
